Traffic detours have become a 
common trend in Elba these 
days with the work continuing 
on the levee rehabilitation proj- 
ect, and city officials released a 
list this week of more road clo- 
sure yet to come. 

As of Friday, Sept. 26, the 
expected road closure list for the 
City of Elba either currently 
effects or will effect seven dif- 
ferent spots within the project 
area, 

The roads with sections cur- 
rently closed for levee rehab 
work include Martin Luther 
King Drive which is expected to 
be closed until Tuesday, Oct. 7; 
Caroline Street which will 
remain closed until Friday, Oct, 
31; and the Troy Highway in 
which the anticipated reopening 
of this section will be mid- 
November 2003

Recent actions in 
Montgomery by the Alabama 
legislature have caused concern 
in every corner of the state, The 
bare bone budgets for the fiscal 
year which began Wednesday, 
Oct. 1, will causes cut backs in 
many areas. 

Public education takes a large 
hunk of Alabama’s tax monies 
and probably directly impacts 
more citizens than any other one 
state funded program. Schools 
are taking a hit in this new budg- 
et, and educators worrying are 
joined by friends of education in 
expressing concer. 

During this cut back, it will be 
schools with strong local sup- 
port which survive the best. 
Good administrators without 
funds simply can’t perform mir- 
acles. Elba has had a reputation 
of supporting the local schools, 
and it is an earned reputation. 

One of the newest local sup- 
port mechanisms is the $5,00 
monthly check-off on Elba utili- 
ty bills which was started a little 
over a year ago. The initial 
monthly income was in excess 
of $5,000, but that has dropped

Eating right is important in avoiding skin cancer

When it comes to preventing 
skin cancer, eating right may be 
almost as important as using 
sunscreen and avoiding pro- 
longed exposure to sunlight-not 
quite as important, but almost 
It also underscores what nutri- 
tionists have been saying for 
years: there are plenty of rea- 
sons for reducing dietary fat 
besides just lowering blood cho- 
lesterol ‘levels and tbe nsk of 
heart disease. 

Dr. Robert Keith, an Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System 
nutritionist and Auburn 
University professor of nutrition 
and foods, stated that we already 
know about how dietary fat con- 
tributes to obesity, higher blood 
cholesterol levels and heart dis- 
ease risk. He went on to say that 
dietary fat: might also play a role 
in the formation of skin cancers. 

Research has shown, for 
example, that people who con- 


sume a typical Amenean diet of 
around 35 percent fat suffer 
from higher rates of skin cancer 
On the other hand, those who 
consume considerably — less 
dietary fat-around 20 percent ot 
their caloric intake-face a lower 
incidence of the disease 

Keith cited a two-year clini 
cal trial by Dr, Homer Black, 
professor of Dermatology at 
Baylor College of Medicine in 
Houston, [In the course of the 
study, Black 115 
patients with 
types of skin cancer to see if cut- 
ling their dietary fut 
affect the development of addi- 
tional skin cancers 
research has shown that people 
with skin cancer face a 25-per- 
cent risk of developing a second 
malignancy within two years 
after diagnosis. Black's test. 
however, revealed that patients 
on a low-fat diet developed only 
one third as many tumors as 
those on regular diets. Black 
also found that eating a bal-

clables is extremely beneficial 
Keith stated that people who 
consume high fruit and veg 
ctable diets and do not concen 
irate-on any one vilamin or min 
eral are the ones who are likely 
doing the best job of lowermne 
their cancer risk. He added that 
consuming five fruits and veg 
etables a day provides all sorts 
or health benefits besides poss! 
bly reducing the risk of skin 
cancer 
More important even than 
diet as a safeguard against skin 
cancer is the need to avoid 
excessive sunlight 
When you go out for extended 
periods, you should use plenty 
of sunscreen or wear clothing to 


expe ysure 


cover up skin so itis not overex 
posed. While it is true that the 
body needs a minimal amount 
of sun exposure to produce vita 
min D, Keith said it usually onls 
requires between 15 and 20 
minutes of exposure to obtain 
thé right amount.

State budget cuts have 
reduced state trooper patrols 
statewide, and the Department 
of Public Safety is encouraging 
all motorist to take extra precau- 
tions when traveling Alabama’s 
roadways.
